systems. * : 

The British Government, it 
has been’ suggested, should use 
the current mecting of G.A.T.T. 
countries at Geneva: to protest 
against these schemes and to 
urge'that they all be dropped‘ 
lest non-dollar: -countries_ find 
themselves .cutting one another's 
throats in a cutile trade war: for 
dollar markets, -e 

The alternative would be for 
Britain to follow ‘the example 
of Germany, France and five 
other European .countrjes, . and 
to allow exporters, for cxample, 
to keep back a part of thelr 
hard currency earnings to spend 
as they pleage. All such: schemes 
for special tax rates or, con- 
cessions. to exporters have, how= 
ever, bern totally rejected 
industrial opinion in Britain. 


: NO’ PROPOSALS 

Some months ago the Govern- 
ment -informed business and 
industrial organisations private- 
ly that It would consider sym~ 
pathetically ‘any export bonus 
schemes ~ they —:- might — propose 
which were thought to be work- 
sble. No scheme has been pro- 
posed and, it is understood, 
none will be. . 

The main objection to schemes 
which other countries have 
found to have worked well in 
some cases and to have reaped 
a rich harvest of dollars is that 
they would be unfair, The 
most common scheme practised 
in one form or other by France, 
Italy and Austria, as well as 
Western Germany, gives a tax 
rebate to the exporter, It is 


objected here that this would be in 


unfair on other businesses—for 
example, on .the manufacturer 
of motor instruments or acces~ 
sorics, who contributes to ex- 
port trade without actually tak- 
ing part in it. A general lower- 
ing of industrial taxation, it is 
felt, would be fairer and more 
satisfactory all round,
